MBE / WBE: This contract will be awarded in compliance with Chapter 2-9 of the City Code (Minority-
Owned and Women-Owned Business Enterprise Procurement Program). No subcontracting opportunities
were identified; therefore, no goals were established for this solicitation.

This contract establishes an annual service agreement for the rental of unilforms and shop towels for Fleet
Services employees. These services will be provided on a weekly basis and unitorms will be provided for
175 employees for use in the performance of work duties for the City. The uniforms include pants and
shirts for mechanics, welders, stores specialists, supervisory and managerial staff. These services will
provide pickup of soiled uniforms/towels, delivery of clean uniforms/towels, tailoring, repairing,
replacing and cleaning of the work uniforms (which requires the use of industrial washing machines).
The uniforms will be individually tailored as required and a sct of 11 uniforms will be provided for each
employee. Employees are issued enough uniforms to have a set to wear while one set is being laundered.
Because the uniforms are exposed to a variety of toxic and otherwise harmful substances (oils, lubricants,
solvents, metal shavings, etc.). the City decided to have the uniforms professionally maintained in a
manncr that will maximize safety and minimize risk to its employees.

‘Fhe shop towels are 100% cotlon and are used by mechanics to wipe their hands, clean parts or wipe up
spills ol excess tluids during their daily operations. The shop towcl services will be provided on a weekly

basis with an estimated 7,000-9,000 towels used per month.
